KILLED BY EXPLOSION.; 


Nllroelycerln CreAtfrM Havoc on «n 


Ohio Farm. 


Marietta, O., Juno 1.—In \Vhipple, a 


short distance east of this city, by a 
premature explosion of 50 fixiarts of nltro- 
glycerin which was beiujr used iu shoot- 
ing an oil well on the Kelly farm, fotu 
person's were killed outright. Four' oth- 
ers are <Vyiii£, while three others aiv 
crippled f,M- life. 


As everybody on the ground was eithpr 


killed or injured it is next to impossible 
to get u reliable description of the terri- 
ble explosion. 
It occurred last evening 


just before tjic men were gettiujr ready 
to close tip for the day. 
The drilling 


was done by Michael Ilanuan and had 
been completed ready for the final shoot- 
ing. 


The well was beinp shot by the Humes 


Torpedo company, which had lowered 50 
quarts oC nitroglycerin into the drilling. 
"When the "go devil" was sent down, it 
did not co off as expected, and then what 
is known us a '"jack squib," composed of 
heavy iron and dynamite with a protect- 
ed fuse, was dropped into the well. 


It was expected that when they came 


together there would be the usual blast 
that would shoot the well, but it seems 
that the ''jack squib" exploded lirst, and 
then the crowd rushed to see the whuot- 
inir of the jr'isher. 
YS'heu they arrived 


at the derrick, the first chars" that was 
put down went off with tiWHic force, 
wrecking everything und blowing the 
men in evpry direction. 
The remains of 


two of these had to be picked up in 
pieces, and those who were fatally in- 
jured arc mangled in n horrible man- 
ner. 
All of the victims are residents oi 


this county, well to do and prominent 
citizens, and the calamity has spread 
distress everywhere as well as in the 
neighborhood of Whipple.

The specific allegation 
is luudo that he levied tribute said to 
amount to $4.000 on Havana dairymen 
iu consideration of not enforcing the mil- 
itary' order requiring them to remove 
cows from the city to the country. 


Other charges made relate to his al- 


leged acceptance of bribes from' horse 
dealers whose animals were suspected of 
having glanders, to 
petty 
extortions 


levied on persons whose houses were sub- 
ject to plumbing arid other sanitary re- 
quirements, to blackmailiu;; wiue mer- 
chants whose- goods were subject-to sani- 
tary inspection and to various other ex- 
actions. 


The accused officer is also charged 


with compelling Havana's hotel keepers 
to board himself and his family free un- 
der penalty of making extensive plumb- 
ing and other repairs in their places. 


Cuttle Dealers Complained. 


At one time the officers had sanitary 


inspectors inspecting all importations of 
cattle, and cattle dealers complained that 
extortions were driving them out of the 
business. 
Collector of Customs Bliss 


thereupon refused to permit other than 
the regular customs veterinary inspectors 
to pass on cattle importations and was 
sustained by the governor general. This 
Is said to be only one instance in which 
the officer was interfered with waen ex- 
tortion became notorious. 


Investigation 
was made by Genera] 


Chnffee. chief of staff to General Wood. 
This is said to have disclosed that dairy- 
men had contributed between 000 and 
l.OjOO centenes, or Spanish $3 gold pieces, 
to a fund which they umlerstood to be 
for the accused officer and which was to 
guarantee them from annoyance. 


It is said that General Chaffec re- 


ported the result of his invehligation to 
General Ludlow and' that- the latter re- 
fused to act on it, expressing his disbe- 
lief in the charges. 


This caused much bitterness among oth- 


er nrmy officers, who declared they were 
all put under a cloud. Steps were taken 
to bring the charges to the attention ot 
the war department in Washington. 


WanIiJiijjton Feared Scandal.

The Sen*e> of Desolation Which Came ta 


it Man on the Frontier. 


The following is an extract from tbo 


personal reminiscences of David N. Heiger, 
who witnessed the slaughter of buffalo ia 
tfce far west: 


Early in June the buffalo began to cross 


tho river. .Every day the country south of 
the. r)ver had grown blacker with the in- 
coming hordes until it seemed the country 
would no longer bold them, and they were 
compelled to ford the stream. Day after 
day aud night after night for six long 
weeks their onward tide to the northward 
was as ceaseless as the flow of the river. 
Blacker and blacker the country grew, 
and the last thing to be heard on a "still 
summer night during all that time was 
the continual splash of the disturbed wa- 
ters, interspersed with tho bellowing of the 
bulls and the shrill howl of the coyotes. 
Many a night I stood by the door of the 
old stone stockade alone and listened to 
those strange, weird sounds, and a con- 
sciousness or an awful loneliness would 
come over IDC*. Many a night I looked up 
to tho stars and said my prayers, wonder- 
ing if the God of the heavens knew where 
I was and what I was there for. When 
day by day I. saw the devastation of the 
country by ,this array, countless as the 
•hosts of Cyrus marching on Babylon, it 
Eccraed that the geography of iny boyhood 
dnya was right and that I was indeed in 
the heart of tho great American desert. 
Again, J would reason, if this country 
could support all this wild life, why not 
support man and domestic life? With all 
ray doubts and fears I staid, fascinated as 
by a spell with the strangeness of tho prob- 
lems that surrounded mo.

men came from Ellsworth to spy out the 
land for homesteads on the Walnut. They 
were not satisfied with Barton county. 
They said it was "too thickly settled.""

"running water and timber." 


While I was gone the Cheyennes made a 


raid on the Fort Lamed reservation and 
nindo ofi with all the government mules. 
I wns delayed longer than I expected, and 
when I returned I found Finn overjoyed 
to sec mo, as he thought I bad been cap- 
tured. It was the Fourth bf July.—To- 
poba Capital.
